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Crowd Turns Out against ICC

Nearly 200 people joined the 
Greenbelt City Council and a 
small group of Greenbelt citizens 
in opposition to the construction 
of the Intercounty Connector at a 
public hearing held at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School audito- 
rium on June 3..The hearing was 
one of four scheduled by the 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration (SHA) to receive citizen 
comments on the proposed super- 
highway to run from [-370 in 
Gaithersburg to I-95 and US 1 
south of Laurel and the recently 
released Draft Environmental Im- 
pact Statement/Major Investment 

Study Overview (DEIS). 
Listening to the testimony 
were Neil Pedersen, director of 
Planning and Preliminary Engi- 
neering of the SHA and Paul 
Wettlaufer, Baltimore District Of- 
fice of the U. S. Corps of Engi- 
neers. Although many in the au- 
ditorium did not choose to speak, 
they made their feelings known 
in a variety of ways—and those 
feelings mostly were against the 
construction of the ICC or any 
other roads. They waved signs 
saying such things as “Stop the 
ICC.” They held a pre-hearing 
rally. They put up displays at the 
school’s entrance and outside the 
auditorium. They distributed fly- 
ers and pamphlets. They partici- 
pated in a skit put on during the 
time of three of the speakers. 
And most of all, they loudly ap- 
plauded and cheered those who 

did speak in opposition. 


City Budget Adopted

At its May 27 regular meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council 
adopted a $13.8 million dollar 
budget for the fiscal year that be- 
gins July 1. The city property tax 
will rise by one cent, and for 
residents receiving city service, 
trash collection fees will increase 
by 40 cents per month, and col- 
lection will be reduced from the

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Maloney Leads Off 

After short presentations by a 
number of people connected with 
the study, the hearing began with 
three minute presentations first 
allowed to elected officials. Only 
one county councilmember, 
Walter H. Maloney of the first 
district, and members of the 
Greenbelt City Council spoke. 
Maloney led off with a blistering, 
crowd pleasing attack that en- 
dorsed the no-build alternative 
and denounced “as emphatically 
as I can” all the other alterna- 
tives. Noting that he had fought 
the ICC at earlier hearings, he 
asked the highway officials 
present, “If you’ve already made 
up your mind, what is this hear- 
ing all about?” Claiming that real 
estate developers will get a tax- 
funded bonanza if the ICC is 
built, he argued that the Maryland 
Department of Transportation was 
not solving traffic problems, but 
relocating existing ones and that 
the ICC would permit develop- 
ment In areas presently not suited 
for development. 

City’s Statement 

Greenbelt Mayor Antoinette 
Bram spoke next. She noted the 
city’s long-standing opposition to 
the ICC, which she said contra- 
venes the 1963 Wedges and Cor- 
ridors Plan of the Council of 
Governments. She argued that the 
highway would serve a very lim- 
ited number of citizens while 
having severe environmental im- 
pacts, opening up designated low- 
density areas for development 


current twice per week to once 
per week (plus a separate collec- 
tion for recycling). A new police 
officer, a police cadet and a 
building maintenance worker will 
be hired, and the city manager 
will receive a $2,500 raise as a 
result of this action. 

The most contentious issue 
continued to be refuse collection. 
When council adopts the budget 
they first approve each change to 
the city manager’s budget pro- 
posal, then pass an ordinance 
adopting the entire budget. Since 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin had proposed reduc- 
ing the frequency of collection to 
once a week beginning July 1, 
the only refuse related votes 
council took were on the proposal 
to raise rates slightly to cover the 
cost of hiring temporary workers 
to keep twice a week collection 
until October 1. Thus Mayor 
Antoinette Bram and 
Councilmember Edward Putens, 
who opposed the reduction in 
refuse collection frequency, ended 
up voting against the costs ( and 
offsetting revenues) needed to re- 
tain twice weekly collection 
through the summer. They took 
this symbolic action rather than 
vote against the entire budget. 


and placing additional financial 
burdens on the state at a time of 


‘fiscal constraint. Noting how the 


road would tie into the proposed 
extension of Kenilworth Ave., 
Bram said that the result would 
be a huge adverse impact upon 
Greenbelt and a 72% increase in 
traffic on Kenilworth or 250,000 
automobiles a day. 
Dead Fish 

The audiences attention was 
drawn to Greenbelt Councilmem- 
ber Judith Davis when she stood 
before the hearing panel with arm 
raised like the Statue of Liberty, 
but holding instead of a flame a 
stuffed fish. “This is a trout,” she 
proclaimed. “A brown trout like 
those found in the Paint Branch 
stream system. Find a trout, says 
a fisherman, and you find a 
clean, healthy viable stream. 
Build too many highways and 
houses near this stream and the 
run-off and sediment kills it” 
along with other living things. 
Davis contended that the fish rep- 
resents the quality of life that will 
be lost if the ICC is built. Noting 
recent efforts to promote “smart 
growth,” Davis called the ICC a 
“dumb way” to accomplish the 
growth. To a developer, however, 
she felt it would be considered 
smart growth to build next to a 
new highway. “Within a few 
years, the ICC and its intersec- 
tions will be just as clogged as 
the areas it was meant to re- 
lieve.” Noting that it would save 
only three minutes for Green-

Recycling Truck 
Things really got interesting 
when it came time to approve the 
purchase of the recycling truck to 
make the summertime three-crew 
collection feasible. Everyone 


agreed the truck was needed; in | 


fact, council unanimously ap- 
proved adding its purchase to the 
budget. However, McLaughlin 
asked for authorization under sus- 
pension of the rules to purchase 
the truck, to ensure that the city 
could get a good price and have 
the truck in time for July refuse 
collections. Suspension of the 
rules is a procedure that allows 
council to waive its normal pro- 
cedures of requiring two meetings 
to approve a resolution. However, 
this emergency procedure requires 
the consent of four 
councilmembers, instead of the 
normal three. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens objected to “the second 
whereas” of the 
ordinance:” WHEREAS, in order 
to provide for the efficient col- 
lection of these materials and 
implement changes to the city’s 
waste collection program adopted 
by council, staff has recom- 
mended the purchase of a spe-

Graveyard 


Display Case Dedicated

At a location down a gravel 
lane from Hamilton Place, a spe- 
cial ceremony was held on Sun- 
day, June 1, as part of the cel- 
ebration of Greenbelt Day. This 
was the formal dedication of a 
display case commemorating the 
Hamilton family who once had 
lived and farmed at this site. 
This area is known well to many 
Greenbelters who grew up here 
as youngsters and to some of 
GHI’s avid gardeners, but unfa- 
miliar territory to most residents. 

Greenbelt pioneer Mary 
Linstrom recalled how she and 
her children used to visit this 
spot, then a tiny family cemetery 
surrounded by a picket fence, to 
bring flowers on Memorial Day. 
Greenbelt City Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts, one of the boys 
who once had romped through 
these acres, tried to sketch out 
the boundaries he remembered of 
the cemetery plot. Overhead on 
nearby trees were the wooded, 
ancient vines of a wisteria, mark- 


ing where a farm family had 
once thought to add a piece of 
beauty to their homesite. 

All but one of the six people 
buried in the graveyard had been 
born in the 18th century, two 
when Maryland was still a 
colony. These were Andrew and 
his wife, Jane, possibly the first 
settlers on the farm, although a 
John Hamilton had patented the 
plantation in 1766, when Andrew 
was only 13. All six had died 
before the Civil War. 

Over the years the engraved 
markers have been vandalized 
and broken. Finally, to preserve 
them, they had been stored in a 
protected place. Now to make 
them again visible to those who 
would recall the history of this 
place, a special display case was 
created and installed at the site, 
all the markers under glass to 
protect them from the weather.

A Review 
Turned Wood Exhibit 
Pleasing to the Eye

There is a new exhibit of 
turned vessels by Phil F. Brown 
in the gallery at the Greenbelt 
Library. The twenty three pieces 
in the exhibit are made of a va- 
riety of woods and are turned in 
a variety of pleasing shapes. 
Brown’s genius is to let the 
wood speak for itself. He never 
stains or colors the wood, he 
simply covers the wood with dif- 
ferent clear finishes, each de- 
signed to bring out the natural 
beauty of the different wood 
grains. 

By using a variety of woods, 
some of them rare, and by vary- 
ing how he cuts the vessel from 
the tree, Brown achieves an 
amazing variety of textures 
which reveal all the beauty of 
the wood. 

There are several remarkable 
pieces. Among them are a large 
low bowl made entirely of grey 
poplar heartwood; a deep vase 


‘that looks like agate or marble, 


but is made of big leaf maple 
burl, and a flat platter made of 
oak cut from a crotch of the tree 
which gives the finished platter a 
crazed or flame pattern central 
streak with straight grain on ei- 
ther side. Perhaps most remark- 
able of all is a bowl of rare Koa 
wood from Hawaii which has al- 
ternating thin stripes of a rich 
reddish brown and a golden yel- 
low. The stripes alternate and 
shimmer as one moves around 
the bowl creating a dazzling ef- 
fect. 

_ Brown put three of his pieces 
on a separate table to be touched 
and handled, an unusual and 
generous gesture, much appreci- 
ated by visitors. 

Brown. offers. detailed notes 
on how he creates his works, so 
that anyone with a wood lathe 
might try his techniques. 

The exhibit runs through June 
27. The gallery is open Mon.- 
Wed., 2-5 p.m. and 6:30-9:00 
p.m.; Thurs.-Sat., 2-5 p.m.

belters who commute to Mont- 
gomery County, and that the 
project would be expensive and 
destructive, she asked, “Is it re- 
ally worth it?” Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts called the ICC 
a great idea “only if you want 
to ignore the facts.” He con- 
tended that the road would 
wash away all the money spent 
on river cleanup, do nothing to 
relieve traffic on the Beltway, 
cause new sprawl and more 
traffic. “I don’t think it’s a 
great idea,” he concluded, “I 
think it stinks... | 
Pull the Plug 

Equally as acerbic was 
Councilmember Thomas White 
who repeated a statement, he 
had once heard, “Planning is 
too important to leave to the 
experts.” He urged the SHA to 
“pull the plug” on the ICC, 
bring in Dr. Kervorkian and 
“give Neil Pedersen a life.” 
White contended that the plan- 
ners hadn’t focused on the real 
problem, “our obsession with 
single-occupancy vehicles and 
building concrete.” 

Following the elected offi- 
cials were a long list of speak- 
ers from areas ranging from 
Upper Marlboro to 
Gaithersburg, most of whom 
were in opposition to the ICC. 
The most unusual testimony 
came from a group of 15 to 20, 
identified by Barbara Brown of 
the Prince George’s Journal as 
members of the Campaign to 
Stop the ICC and the acting 
troupe Wild in the Streets. Us- 
ing the time of three speakers, 
the group used props such as 
trees and cardboard autos held 
about people’s waists to show 
in a humorous but sarcastic 
way their opposition to the 
highway and to the people pro- 


moting it. 
Nine Feet Tall 
Miles Drake of Upper 


Marlboro commented on the 
complete DEIS being more than 
nine feet tall and selling for 
over $1,000 declared that “It’s 
a course that I don’t want to 
take.” He felt that there were 
two principles pushing ‘the 
project forward—ignorance and 
corruption. Barbara Soner 
Webb, vice-president of the 
West Laurel Civic Association 
noted that few failed intersec- 
tions would. be alleviated by the 
ICC and that only 5,000 com- 
muters would benefit from the 
Savings in travel time between 
Laurel and Gaithersburg where 
the greatest travel time savings 
would occur, according to the 
DEIS. She declared “I consider 
this hardly meaningful relief.” 
Lee Epstein, Silver Spring, of 
the Chesapeake Bay Founda- 
tion, declared that the DEIS 
failed to make a case for the

highway and is completely in- 
adequate in assessing environ- 
mental impacts. 

More Rain? 

Daniel Rishkin of Silver 
Spring, an employee at 
Goddard Space Center, advised 
that his research indicates the 
climate is changing and that 
heavy rainstorms are occurring 
with greater frequency and 1n- 
tensity. Any flood will be exac- 
erbated by the existence of the 
ICC, he contended, and the 
DEIS does not deal with this. 
He believes that development is 
causing the increased rainfall 
and that the situation will be- 
come rapidly worse in the fu- 
ture. 

Harry Sanders of the Action 
Committee for Transit found a 
six-lane highway to not be jus- 
tified. He felt the DEIS had a 
weak financial analysis and 
provided no justification for the 
build alternatives. He advocated 
following a policy set forth in 
Oregon called “LUTRAQ.” This 
policy combines land use plan- 
ning with transit availability 
and air quality. The ICC, he 
contends, would adversely im- 
pact on the redevelopment of 
Silver Spring. 

More Taxes 

Alan Turnbull was the first 
Greenbelt citizen without elec- 
tive office to speak. Although 
speaking as an individual, he 
noted that the building of the 
ICC would cause Greenbelt 
Homes Incorporated, of which 
he is a boardmember, and its 
membership to pay more taxes. 
He observed that even though 
the co- op now pays $1.5 mil- 
lion in property taxes and its 
members pay $4,000,000 in in- 
come taxes, it would take 200

He believes that the 
ICC will encourage further expan- 
sion of the urban fringes, causing 
more people to move out of not 
only Washington, but the inner 
Maryland suburbs. He advocated 
using ICC funds to restore the 
Chesapeake Bay, buy farmland 
conservation easements, Improve 
mass transit and build schools. 
In Favor 

Not all speakers were opposed 
to the ICC. Although the audience 
was generally respectful, those 
who did speak in favor of the 
ICC were greeted with a few 
quiet boos or hisses. Walter 
Townsend, president and chief ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Baltimore- 
Washington Corridor Chamber of 
Commerce was first to do so. His 
Board of Directors unanimously 
supported the ICC. He noted that 
the Beltway, when originally 


planned, was not planned to carry - 


I-95 traffic and that alternative re- 
lief was needed. He declared that 
“We are in love with the automo- 
bile.” and cited statistics that 
Americans are driving farther and 
for longer periods of time.

At its May 27 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council: 

“Received a petition from 
Leonard Wallace of Realty 1, 
representing the Roosevelt Cen- 
ter merchants, asking for re- 
moval of the pay telephones 
from the mall area and other 
city actions to eliminate loiter- 
ing and other problems at the 
center. This petition will be 
considered at the June 16 regu- 
lar meeting. 

°Unanimously authorized the 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board (CRAB) to explore a 
“sister city” relationship and 
“Habitat for Humanity”-type 
project with Langston Terrace 
in the District of Columbia. 
However, Councilmembers 
Rodney Roberts and Edward 
Putens voiced some concerns 
about the use of city funds, 
equipment and workers outside 
Greenbelt. City Solicitor Rob- 
ert Manzi was directed to in- 
vestigate liability (insurance) 
and other issues regarding the 
proposed project. The CRAB 
had not contacted Langston Ter- 
race until it had council autho- 
rization. Whit Hutchison, of 
the Greenbelt Clergy Associa- 
tion and Mowatt United Meth- 
odist Church, said that the idea 
of the sister city proposal was 
“to extend a hand and for a 
hand to be extended in return,” 
so that reciprocal projects, not a 
handout, were involved. 

°Adopted a resolution estab- 
lishing a new Public Safety Ad- 
visory Committee. 

°Saw Mayor Antoinette 
Bram present a proclamation in 
honor of the American Legion 
Auxiliary’s Poppy Drive auxil- 
iary to representatives. “Miss 
Poppy” Jeanette Johnson pre- 
sented each councilmember 
with a poppy.

His main objec- 
tion was to the reference to imple- 
menting the program changes. He 
asked Councilmember Judith 
Davis, who had introduced -the 
resolution for first reading and sus- 
pension of the rules to remove the 
entire “second whereas.” Davis 
agreed to do so, although she was 
not convinced of the need to do 
so. 
Not Willing 

However, other councilmembers 
were not as willing to yield. Tho- 
mas White declared, “Mr. Putens 
should get with the program.” By 
adopting the budget, he -pointed 
out, council had adopted the 
change in refuse collection. This 
requires a2 commitment, he said, to 
make it work. “I see this amend- 
ment as eroding that commitment,” 
White said. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts also objected. “This is unnec- 
essary nitpicking,” he declared. “T 
am not going to support changing 
the resolution.” 

Davis had had enough. She an- 
grily exclaimed, “I can’t believe 
that we are arguing over one, 
two...twelve words, just to make 
you look good. It is nitpicking.” 
She said that she would agree to 
drop the whereas, simply because 
the city needs the truck. However, 
she expressed frustration that the 
councilmembers could not compro- 
mise and “get this done.” 

Mayor Bram tried to convince 
the council to go along with 
Putens’ proposed change, so that 
the ordinance could be passed that 
night. She confirmed with 
McLaughlin that he would recom- 
mend purchasing the truck even if 
refuse collection remained twice 
weekly. Shortly after this, Roberts 
had heard enough, and called the 
question. The motion to call the 
question was approved. 

Question Called 

Then things got interesting as 
the councilmembers and City So- 
licitor Robert Manzi sorted out just 
what the question on the table 
was. Davis had introduced the 
original resolution for first reading 
and suspension of the rules, and 
her motion had been seconded. Al- 
though she had agreed to accept 
Putens’ change, the seconder of the 
motion had not-yet been asked for 
consent. Thus the original motion 
was on the table. Since the ques- 
tion had been called, no further 
changes could be made to get the 
required fourth vote for passage 
under suspension of the rules. 
Putens and Bram stuck to their 
guns refusing to reference the 
policy that had just been adopted 
over their opposition, so the mo- 
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Councilmember Ed Putens, County Councilmember Audrey Scott, 
Mayor Toni Bram and Councilmembers Judith Davis, Tom White 
(partially hidden) and Rodney Roberts at the dedication on Sun- 
day, June 1.

Police Department 


Shortly after midnight on Sat- 
urday, May 31, police were 
called to Schrom Hills Park in 
response to the report of an 
armed robbery. A couple walking 
in the park said that they had 
passed a man talking on the pay 


‘phone and that when he hung up, 


he walked toward them showing 
a handgun. He then took a wal- 
let from the male victim’s 
pocket, removed money and re- 
turned the wallet. At the same 
time a second suspect stood next 
to the female victim. Both then 
fled the scene in the direction of 
Hanover Parkway. 

Immediately afterward a sec- 
ond police officer, patrolling on 
Hanover Parkway, stopped two 
persons matching the description 
of the suspects, who were then 
positively identified as the rob- 
bers by the two victims. Ar- 
rested on a charge of armed rob- 
bery was Charles Edward Hardin, 
21, of the 7000 block of 
Hanover Parkway. A second man, 
of no fixed address, was charged 
with being an accessory. Both, 
who had open warrants with the 
county sheriff’s department, ap- 
peared before a District Court 
Commissioner and are being held 
on $30,000 bond. 

A 14-year-old girl notified the 
police that she had been followed 
by a man in a car as she was 
walking in the area of Greenbelt 
Rd. and Walker Dr. He asked 
her several times to enter the car, 
but she refused. The man, real- 
izing that he was being observed 
by another motorist, then drove 
away. He is described as black,

wearing a red shirt. The vehicle 
is described as a 4-door white, 
medium sized passenger car. 
Four black youths, 14 to 16 
years old, are being sought after 
one of them shot a landscaper in 
the leg with a BB gun. The vic- 
tim chased after the youths in the 
neighborhood of Springhill Dr. 
and Springhill Lane, but they 
eluded him.

a goatee and was wearing a blue 
football jersey with the number 
55 and black sweatpants. An- 
other youth, with his hair in a 
hairnet, wore a white shirt and 
black pants; another wore a black 
and red shirt; and the last wore a 
black shirt and black pants. All 
four were estimated to be about 
14 years old and 5’ 6” in height. 
The victim was not injured.
